Head of Catholic Clergy 
in

States Has Had a Remarkable 


Record.

Baltimore, Md., July 22. — Cardinal 
Gibbons .will enter upon his eightieth 
year 
tomorrow, having been 
born 
July 23, 1834. His eminence was or- 
dained in 1SC1 and began his priest- 
ly labors as curate 
at, St. Patrick's 
church. Pells Point, Baltimore. 
Six 
weeks later he was appointed pastor 
of a church at Locust Point. 
This 
was his only experience as pastor. 
Those were trying davs for the young 
priest, the first days of the civil war, 
but he performed his duty faithfully 
and regularly. . He served 
as chap- 
lain of Fort 
McHenry, which was 
then used not only as a fort, .but also 
as a prison for Contederat.es. As a 
result of his good work he was ap- 
pointed, four years later, secretary to 
Archbishop Spalding of 
Baltimore. 
Thenceforward 
honors 
and pronio- 
iions came to him rapidly. In 1868 
ie was consecrated bishop of Adramy- 
:tum. Four years later he was trans- 
'erred from the 
vicariate of North 
Carolina to the bishopric of Rich- 
mond. 
In May, 1877, he became co- 
adjutor archbishop of Baltimore and 
i few months later he succeeded to 
he see.
